TWO MSN INSTANTLT KILLED.

and Other AnrMts Will Follow. 

San Francisco. Sept 8S.— Atsoat 
hall DMt 19 o'olodi Snntey morning a 
terrific ezplorion, inppoaed to have 
been thst of a dynamite bomb, oc- 

cnrred at 4he nonunion sailors' lionrd- 
Inghouso and saloon of Mr. and Mrs. 
John Curtin, located on Main street be- 
tween Folsom and Harrison. The side- 
walk in front of Curtln'a boarding- 
iMMiae where the ezploaioa ooeorred 
torn to pieoea- aatl tlM bidUdfbgi on 
the tide of Cnrtin'B honee were badly 
■battered. Six men who were stand- 
ing near the spot whtTo the explosion 
occurred were buried in the debris. 
Two were killed and three so seriously 
injnred that they have siuoe died, 
tMdla tke other one is likely to Noofver. 

The scene after the explosion was ap- 
palling in the extreme. One man had 
his face literally torn off, another both 
legs, and oil of them were completely 
Btripped of their clothing and oovered 
with blood, smoke and ciudera. Even 
the firemen in the enginebotue nest 
door were daunted at the tight and 
waited for the patrol wagon. 

George Holmea, a steTedore. and 
Eriok McGinniss. a nonunion sailor, 
Wflleinitantlv killed, and their bodies 
Wete remoTed to the morgue. William 
T. McKiuzie was ibadly burned nil over 
the body. Edwaru (iarrity and Charles 
Owens were horribly lacerated from 
head to foot All three were fatally in- 
jured. 

John Curtin, Jr., soBuol^ the proprie- 
tor of the bciardingbonie, was badly 
burned and bruised. 
^All were hastily remoTed to the re- 
ceiving hospital. None of them except 
young Curtin regained coneoiOQaueds 
after their arrival there. 

At midnixht the door of the Curtin 
Bouse was locked. Most of the inmates 
were abed, including Mr. and Mrs. Cur- 
tin and their little daughter. Some 
one tried the latched door cautiously 
and stole away. A few minutes later the 
eix victims strolled down the street. 
All but two lodged iu the house. They 
had all been at a theater and stopped to 
chat a minute or two before separating. 
Toong Cnrtin saw lyiug^ against the 
door what seemed to be a valise cov- 
ered with an old blanket. Jerking 
away the covers he picked up the valine 
and instantly set it down, springing 
back with the cry, "My God, (wys, its 
dynamite." 

McQuiness Btep|)ed forward and 
carelessly pushed the valicu with one 
foot. That instant there was a crash 
that shook the whole eastern side of 
the city, tore beams and timbers from 
their fastenings, cave<i in partiiions 
like eggshells, strewed the stroots tor 
two blocks with sLaitL-red windows 
and scraped out a yawning hole where 
a sidewalk )iad be<'n. Worse than that, 
it left iu the tangle uf splintered 
boards and broken glass six bodies, 
stripped, most of them, oi tha skin, all 
apparently lifeless. 

From the enginehouse near by 
and from every house men came run- 
ning to the spot. They found threi,' 
houses completely wrecked. Out oi 
the ruins, men, v.-omcu and cliildren 
were crawling. Here was a iialtud tout 
and there another, imd all about was a 
smell of burned tlesli and of clothing 
that was still atire. Directly in I'ront 
of Curlin'a house the sidewalk \va« 
torn up tor over iiO feet and iu tlio 
center was a hole at least live feet deep. 

At first glance nothing could 1)6 seen 
in the hole, but when a lantern wiu; 
lighted the spectators saw half-covered 
with earth, broken glaws and pjiliuter^i 
of wood, the mutilated romnins of a 
man. Both legs were blvtwn oil baiow 
the knees, the hcuid hunt; to the Ixjdy 
by a few shreds of tlosh and the oniiro 
surface of the body was burned to a 
crisp. The tattered remains of an un- 
dershirt stiU cluuK to the body, but 
every other partioM oi clothing was 
gone. 

In the gutt<T next to tlio sidewalk lay 
tlie forms oi three men and the faint 
moans from two of t]jei:i sliowed that 
life was not yet extinct. Policemen iiiui 
patrol wngou.>4 were H<K)n at uand and 
the liodies were? carried to the receiviu,, 
hospital. It was found tliat Holmes 
and McQuiness had been instantly 
killed. One of the victims revived 
enough on the way to feiJ his imin 
and screamed hideously as he was ca; - 
ried to the operating tal.-le. One ey > 
hun^' out (;u his cheek and hi^ inte.stin,« 
protruded, (-)u him, as the other vic- 
tims, there was not a spot an inch 
tKjuaro from which the hlwA was not 
oozing. The surgeons i-aw at onc« that 
Curtin was the only one wlw could live. 
It was only an liour or tWO balort all 
the rest were dead. 

Sti angely enough, no one else was 
hurt by the explosion. The bomb was 
"nndoubtedly meant to kill Curtin, his 
wife and children, and all the nonunion 
sailors in his house. Probably it had a 
time fuse attached and the men wlio 
carried it feared to wait long enough to 
open the locked door. It was merely a 
chance that brought the six victims to 
the spot just at the moment when the 
deadly engine was to explode. 

The police did prompt work. Three 
men were arrested witliin tlie hour ou 
strong suspicion. Mrs. Curtin told the 
officers that a few days before several 
nnion sailors had warned her that the 
days of herself and husband were num- 
bered.' She guided the police to a union 
boardinghouse near by. They found 
John Dirrell in l}«d, feigning sleep, 



tiiuugu every kulug eioe whs wicie 
awake. In the next room James 
Woods was found partially dres.sed. 
He dropped ti hiut on which another 
room that had been found empty was 
revisited. In it was found a man named 
Tracy. He bad been hiding on the 
roof and returned, thinking the search 
was over. Near the door of this house 
was found a loaded reyolTer. 

Dirrell and Woods were identified by 
Mrs. Curtin as being among the men 
who bad threatened her, and they with 
Tracy were aitested. They are all 
nnion sailors, and, it is said, were to 
have saiUd today in the same ship. 

Foot omb implioated in the plot are 
known and will donbtleaa be arrested 
soon. 

The hatred of Cortin by the nnion 
men is due to his persistent labors for 
the shipowners, who are fighting tbn 
Coast Seamen's union. He has been 
supplying the "scab" srews to vessels 
all during the water front war and has 
done more than anyona daa to iajora 
the union. 

Yesterday a dense crowd pat^'ked the 
streets near the scene of the explosion. 
Policemen in plain clothes were there 
by the dozen looking for evidence and 
more prisoners, but menih. r.s of the 
seamen's union were hard to lind. 



THE KINQ8BURV DISASTER. 



Bvakeman ThompsM Bald Baapoaalhle

Lapokte, Ind., Sept 25.— Thompson, 

the missing brakeman, is held by Cor- 
oner Cole to be responsible for the 
wreck of the Walmsh passenger train 
at Kingsbury. The testimony offered 
at the Inquest clearly established the 
responsibility for the frightful sacrifice 
of life. The engineer and (ir. manof 
the freight train are exonerated from 
all blame. 

Up to a late hour the officers had not 
been advinod of thearrestof Thompson, 
though every effort is being made to 
unravel the mystery surrounding his 
disappearance. When last seen he wai 
flagging trains. He seeme*! to bo 
dazed, and not able to comprehend the 
result of the fearful blunder ho had 
committed. Tlie testimony goes to es- 
tablish the fact that Thompson was 
sleeping, and that, aroused by the sliriU 
whi.stle of the onc<i;aing train, ho r.ia 
blindlv to the switch and, turning it. 
sent tlio pa.st>angsr train wfairling to 
destruction. 

Oonditinn of tli« Injured. 

Pekv, Ind.. .S'pt. 25.— Another name 
haa been added to the list of thoju 
killed in the Wabash wreck at Kins- 
bury. Willie Iluskins. one of the Lon- 
don Orphan Beilringers, traveling un- 
der the management of James Wonk- 
ley, died Sunday after two days of in- 
tense suffering, steam from the enguiu 
having scalded his face so badly that 
the Hkin from one side dropped otf. 
The body and lepj were also scalded, 
and one leg was terribly crushed. 

During the nig.ht tlie remains of 
Harry French, the member of the Boll- 
ringer company, who was killed in- 
stantly, were brought to Peru, and 
were prepared for burial. The doublo 
funeral was held at the Baptist church 
yesterday afutrnoon. The- iutt'rment 
took place at Mount Uoi>e ( emetery, 
this city. 

Willie Evans, one of the Bellringer 
company, Iwth of whoso legs were 
broken, remaius in a serious condition. 
Saturday night Jim Barer of Ashiev, 
Ind., hreman ou the wrecked freight, 
was brought to the hospital. His arm 
is terribly burned, and ho is scalded 
badly all over. lie is considered by 
the physicians to bo i.i a critical con- 
dition. 

The little daughter of H. W. Rider is 
not much improved, and brain fever 

may attack her. 

Several otiiers are nuffcring intensely, 
but are not considered in danger.

WASHlNQTOlf, Ind., SepL 2fi.— Word 
was brought to this city that the Wrat- 
ten murderers had been surrounded in 
a thicket, containing alwut 80 acres, in 
Ihibois countv. Thoy were traced 
thr re by neighbors, who noticed a man 
currving food to them, and the officers 
and hundreds ct man havo flocked to 
the scene. 

Theplaoe in which the vilHans are 
hiding 1^ 18 miles from this city, and 
full fact* can not l)e learned. Detec- 
tive Forsfx; of the Pinkertons, the man 
who captured the Lavelle courthouse 
burners, in this county two years ago 
arrived here, and proceeded at once to 
the scene of the tragedy. It is difficult 
to say what might be the fete of the 
men if brought to this city. Tlie 
streets are crowded with excited men. 

Lthel, the 12-year-old daughter, who 
was not killed by the murderers, but 
has since died, was buried beside the 
other members of the family. 

As soon as word waa brought in that 
the murderers were corraled, men went 
to the Dceno on horseback and in any- 
thing they could get to ride in. It "is 
not at all lik. ly that the men, if cap- 
tured, \vill bo brought to this city. 
Tbey will be taken to MOM ^j otfting 
oOBBty for safekeeping. 



Drank Kni}» In Uenth. 

Allentown, Pa., Sept. 25.— Robert 
Wagner, aged 27 years, and Harvey 
Allonder, aged 2!1, wound up a big 
drunk Saturday night by going to sleou 
in a bam near here. Both were found 
dead in the morning, having been 
killed by f nmes from • foddaMsnring 
room near by.

WaSHiMOTOif, Sept 25.— Thara is a 
reaaooable certainty that congress will 
spend the entire week in debate. The 
first business in the senate will be the 
resolution offered Saturday morning by 
Mr. Stewart, declaring for the inde- 
pendence of the three great branches of 
the federal government This comes 
up in the morning hour and Mr. Stew- 
art will make it a text for an attack 
ujion the administration on the grounds 
that it has trespassed uiwn the consti- 
tutional powers of the legislative 
branch of the government in the case 
of the pending repeal bill. 

Notices of formal spei'clies have been 
given by tkiintor Bate of Teimes.soo for 
totlay after the morning hour; by Sena- 
tor Perkins of California, for Tuesday: 
by Senator Pasco of Florida, for 
Wednesday, and by Senator Dubois of 
Idaho for a later day in the week. 
These speeches will not fill in all of the 
time, as the lengthening of the sessions 
by the addition of an hour will give 
several full hours for aebate each day. 
Bnt before Monday evening the list of 
speakers will doubtless be increased, 
and there are half a doaen senators who 
stand ready to talk at any moment they 
may be called upon to do so. 

Tne bouse will, on Tuesday next, the 
26tb inst., enter npon the two weeks' 
debate for the bill to repeal aH statutes 
relating to snpervisors of elections and 
special deputy marshals reported by 
Mr. Tucker, from the committee on 
election of president and vice president 
and representatives in congress. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the order re- 
ported irv the committee on rules, the 
house will proceed to it» consideration 
on that Aay "immediately after the 
second morning hour, or if said second 
morning hour shall not have sooner 
ended than at the hour of 3 o'clock 
p. m. on said day." And it further pro- 
vides "that the consideration of said 
bill shall be resumed immediately after 
the seodnd morning hour each legisla- 
tive day thereafter, up to and including 
the 9th day of October next That at 
the hour of adjournment an said last 
named day the previous question shall 
be considered ordered on all pending 
amendments on the bill, to its engross- 
ment and third reading and to its final 
passage. 

"That on fh* next legislattre day, 
to wit: the 10th day of October next 
at the hour of 1 o'dook p. m., the houne 
shall resnme consideration of said bill 
and shall prooeed without further de- 
bate and wlthont intervening motions 
to vote, first, on the - pending amend 
ments, if tbara be any, then on the en- 
groasmant and tbira reading of the 
bill, than on the final passage thereof, 
and then on motiona to *reconBider and 
lay on the table,' ahoold snob motions 
1>e made. If from any cause this order 
shall not be fnllv executed on the last 
day mentioned herein, then this order 
shall oontinue in foroa and be opera- 
tive each legislativa day thereaftir, 
untU said bill ihall be fnlly dis- 
posed of. 

Mr. Tnoker, whoaa name is attached 
to the measnre ou the calendar, will 
open the debate in support of the bill, 
and he baa given notifie that in the 
course of his remarkahe'willhave some- 
thing to say about the coat of execut- 
ing laws sought to ba repealed, and es- 
pecially the allowances made to John 
1. Davenix>rt, the chief supervisor of 
elections in New York. Messrs. De 
Armobd and Lawson, members of the 
committee, will follow Mr. Tucker for 
' the bill, but further than this no details 
of the debate on that side have been ar- 
ranged. Doubtless some of the New 
Yoi^ members will speak more fully 
than Mr. Tucker of Mr. Davenport's 
connection with the election machinery 
iu that city. 

In opposition to the bill, Mr. Dolivcr 
of Iowa will have the oiwniug, followed 
by Mr. Johnson of Indiana. Both these 
are comparatively yonng men and 
menibers, but they are among the most 
aggressive political debaters on the Re- 
publican siue, and it is expected that 
much vigor will mark their speeches. 
There are loading themselves with ex- 
tracts from southern newspapers of re- 
cent date which they will use to dem- 
onstrate the necessity of the oontinn- 
ance of the elections laws on the sta'-ute 
books aud before the voting stage is 
reached a red-hot political debat« will 
doubtlesa be raging. 

There are several bills on the calendar 
which may oocnpv the house in the 
morning hour eacli day prior to the 
election bill dct)Hte. Among these are 
the bills reiwrted by Mr. ( )ats from tlie 
committee on judiciary to repeal a por- 
tion of the laws oovered by tiie Tucker 
bill, and which, in a general way, may 
ba said to represent the views of the 
oonservative memliers of the majority. 
They believe that certain iirovisions 
desired repealed by the advocates of 
the Tucker bill, should remain in force, 
but they will doubtlesa TOto for that 
measnre, although preferring the Oats 
bill. However, the consideration of 
any other than the bill set forth in the 
pending order will be desultory, and 
final action is not anticipated on any 
one of importance until the alaotlon re- 
peal bill is out of the way. .

LACROSSE IN _CANADA. 

Dligrui'i-rul Scciieii ut C'liiiiupionship 
Ganiex. 

Mo^TDBAL, Sept 25.— The most dis- 
gracafnl game of lacrosse ever p'layed 
hi Canada came off between the Sham- 
rocks of Montreal and the Capitals of 
Ottawa. It WHS for the championship 
of the world, and this was the deciding 
game. There were 10. (lO ) people on tli'' 
grounds. «,0»(J of them b«'iiig bhamrocJj 
sympathizers. 

After the first game was captured by 
the Capitals, the Shamrocks started to 
play roughly and the first result was 
that Thomas Crown, goalkeeper of the 
Capitals, wi..s knocked down by a blow 
from the lacrosse stick of a Shamrock 
nlayer, which cut his head oi>en. As 
Devine, another Capital player, was 
helping Crown off the grounds, a spec- 
tator struck him full in the face, cut- 
ting him badly. Doctors were called 
in and fixed the men up so that they 
could ajipear on the field. 

The lirst two games were taken by 
the Capitals: the next two by the Sham- 
rocks, at till' close of which the crowd 
broke diwn the railings inclosing the 
field, aud in the melee a number of the 
Capital men wt-re injured. During the 
last two games Lacky of the Capitals 
was ruptured bv a kick from Duggan, 
the Shamro'jk -o ilkeeper, und had to 
be taken to his hotel in an ambulance. 
He IS badly hurt and vriil never play 
lacrosse again. 

Crown, Lacky, Carson and Carritton 
of the Capitals wer(? also injured. 

It was davk when the fifth and de- 
ciding game was ^von by the Capitals, 
and t'uis was th>' signal for a general 
onshuiirht. Steward, captain of the 
Capitals: Dcyino and Carson were set 
upon and '■•iidly beaten. The Capitals 
were run into th ir dresringroom which 
was guard-d bv the nolice. while the 
'l.us from Uie liotel ha I to be backed 
right ui) to the door of the dressing- 
room so that th(* Capitals could enter. 

The referee. Mr. W. Aird, disappear- 
ed after the game was over, as the 
crowd wanted to get at him for giving 
the match to the Capitals. 

The game v. as the most exciting in 
years and t.lie betting was very heavy. 

The Capitals were sent home to Ot- 
tawa in a special train. It is thought 
that the exhibition will do much to 
kill the game of lacr osse in C anada. 

RACE WA R IN B ROOKLYN.

Brooklyn, Sept. 25.— A race war 
occurred at 1 o'clock Sunday afternoon 

lK.'twvun gangs.employwl by the Brook- 
lyn city railroa<l at the coroner of Nas- 
sau street and Edison avenue. A gang 
of Italians, under Joseph H. Sugerettt), 
were laying tracks at this point whe'.i 
Foreman Cusack. in charge of 70 Irisii- 
meu, objected to the maimer in which 
the Work was done aud ordered the 
work clone over again. 

The two foremen had a war of words 
which ret ulted in Cusack being struck 
in the face by the Italian. He retaliat- 
ed, whereupon Sugeretto's assistants. 
al)Out W in number, rush.ed to their 
chief's assistance. The Irishmen, see- 
ing Cu.sack in danger also rushed for- 
ward aud a spirit^Mibattli' ensued. 

Shovels, picks and any weapon they 
could lav their hands on were used. 
None of iho combatants escaped bruise?, 
and it is thought that in soino of the 
ca.sos the injuries will prove fatal. 

During the fight four Italians went to 
the roof of the house on Nassau street 
and bt gjiii 11 fusillade of bricks i.n 1 
stones on the heads of the contendim,' 
parties. 

Aft<>r t)ie light was over I lie police of 
the Twenty-first jirecinct apiieare I 
ui'on the scene and jilaced fiftoen of the 
Italiaii.-i under arrest, but did not in- 
terfere with any of the Irishmen and 
later in the day Sugeretto and four of 
his nii-n were arrested. During the 
battle the 'jtrcels in the ueighhorhood 
were ( rowded. Many of the missile.s 
Went %vi> 1.^ of their mark and atrnck 
onlookers.

Valpabaibo, Ind., Sept 85.— One of 
the boldeal attompta at fobbery avar 
made in this country waa made Satnr- 

ilay afternoon, when two masked men 

boldly entered the office of th- Xorth- 
prn Indiana Normal school aud tried to 
lob tlie large safe. 

Miss Emma Jones, one of the secre- 
taries, entered the private otbce, and 
was confronted with two revohers and 
a command to keep quiet. She struck 
one of the revolvers, knocking it to the 
floor. She then rau through the door 
when one of the roLbers tired at her, 
and she ran screaming into the street. 
The robbers, seeing that di;.covery was 
sure, walked out of the d(;or and down 
the steps, and started on tlje run. In a 
few minutt's students and citizt-ns were 
in pursuit, armed with all kinds of fire- 
arms. 

About a mile from town the first of 
the pursuers l aiue up with them, when 
they were tired upon by tlie robl ers. 
An interchange of shot.s developed i:iio 
a regular fusillade. Nathan iJ. Howe 
of Michigan City was coming to toyvn 
with a load of peaches, Seeing the 
chase, he ran to a farmhouse and bor- 
rowed a ll-caliber Winchester, and, 
running into the field, ordered them to 
surrender, when they began firing at 
him. Ue fired, hitting i)ne of theiu iu 
the side, the ball uas.-ing through his 
body and arm, killing him instantly. 
His companion picked up his revolver 
and lired, when Howe shot a_'ain. hit- 
ting him iu the baud. Seeing his part- 
ner was dead, he surrendered. 

The injured man was brought back 
to town I'.v Sheiitf Slod.h'.rtl and lodged 
in jail, where Drs. Leatherman aud 
Poc'ock dre-sed his injuries. He is 
Claire Moody of Kal.'imizoo, Mich., 
about '-'J years old, iiu ely dressed, with 
white tie and Prince Allu rt coat, aud 
wore a mask and heavy false board and 
wig. llo came here about three weeks 
ago, iind claimed to be a atndant, but 
had never entered school.
